(a) LABORATORY FACILITIES 


The Public Health Laboratory, Tennis Court Road, 
Cambridge, under the directorship of Dr. R.Jl. Fry, provides an 
excellent bacteriological service and most readily discusses and 
advises on any epidemiological or similar problem. 


Dr. S. Greenburgh, Public Analyst, Tenison Road, Cambridge, 
gives a similar, efficient, helpful service when chemical analyses 
are required, 

(b) AMBULANCE FACILITIES 

These services since July 1953 have been provided 
directly by the County Council under the direction of The County 
Medical Officer of Health. 


(c) NURSING IN THE HOME 


The West Suffolk County Council District Nurse Midwives 
carry out these duties. 


(d) CLINICS AND TREATMENT CENTRES 


The West Suffolk County Council hold Infant Welfare 
Clinics in Thedwastre at two centres:-

The water mains are within the reach of most properties 
within the drea and it is being found that those property owners 
who did not wish to avail themselves of the service offered 
are now changing their minds Quite a number of properties 
with bored wells are now he ene connections to the mains. 


The dry summer cid not cause any real concern, to only 
two premises had water to be carted, one at Walsham le Willows 
and the other at Rickinghall. 


Carting of Water 


The mains extension carried out by Direct Labour at 
Langham has enabled 7 premises to take supplies from the 
Council's mains. Water has now been taken to a dwelling at 
Rickinghall Inferior obviating the carting of drinking water. 


(ii) Drainage and Sewerage. 


The Rattlesden sewers and works were completed an 
handed over by the contractors, Messrs. Slater Bros. of 
Glemsford, at the beginning of the year and by the end of the 
year 40 Council houses and 47 private houses were connected 
thereto. The occupants of these premises appreciate the 
advantages of being on the sewer, foremost amongst which is 
that of having ae water closet instead of the pail closet, the 
contents of which had to be emptied into the garden. Again 
tenants of the prewar Council houses had buckets under the 
sink and these, likewise, had to be emptied on the garden. 


The advent of the sewer has induced the Council to 
modernise all of their houses by the provision of baths and 
hot water in addition to the oaks Ogee & quite a number 
of orivate owners have done likew 


The Council are still extremely anxious that sewerage 
works be provided for other villages within their area, 
particulerly for Badwell Ash, Beyton, Drinkstone, Felsham, 
Gedding, Hessett, Norton, Tostock, Walsham le Willows and 
Wattisfield, The joint I Elmswel 1 /W colpit scheme has been 
in use since April, 1960 and by the end of July, 1960 no 
less than 60 houses have connected to the sewer. 


A Ministry of Health enquiry has been held at Walsham 
le Willows and it is hoped that approval will be given and works 
commenced by the end of the year. 


& scheme for Rickinghall, sponsored by Hartismcre R.D.C., 
also includes Rickinghall Inferior and should be completed by 
1961. 


Hopes are high that the Norton scheme will be started 
in 1961, 
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The Council's Yorkshire Karrier 70 gallon cesspool 
emptier is still in use and has given eight years satisfactory 
service, The staff engaged in emptying cesspools are working 
overtime every day but, in spite of this excellent service, 
cesspools are constantly overflowing, especially in wet or 
snowy weather. Now that the sewerage scheme for Eimswell and 
Woolpit is completed it is hoped that better service may be 


possible. 


The charge for emptying of cesspools at private 
houses in Thedwastre is 30/- for the first load and 25/— for each 
subsequent loads free service is available to tenants of Council 


Houses. 


Since June, when Rannocks egg packing station moved 
the major part of their business into another district, the 
assistance of a neighbouring Authority, who previously helped 


on one day a week, was discontinued. 


The vehicle travelled 17,692 miles and the total 
number of cesspools emptied during 1959 was 1,404 made up as 


below.

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2eRIVERS AND STRELMS 


There is no river in the Thedwastre District but attention has 
been given to the water courses at Walsham le Willows and Rickinghall, 
both for cleansing and infestation of vermin. 


3, (i) CLOSET ACCOMMODATION 


411 post-war private houses have modern amenities, including 
W.Cs with drainage to septic tanks, cesspools or, in a few cases to 
the main sewer. Council houses, however, with the exception of 32 
at Woolpit, 8 at Stowlangtoft, 8 at Tostock, 2 at Thurston and 2 at 
Elmswell have water supplies, baths and drainage but pail closets, as 
have the majority of working-class premises within the area. The 
modernisation and connecting of the Council's houses at Rattlesden to 
the main sewer was commenced towards the end of 1959. In the near 
future ell Council houses at Elmswell and Woolpit will be connected 
to the sewer. 


(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING 


Household refuse is still on a fortnightly rota, except for 
the very isolated premises which are visited monthly. 


Householders are reavested to leave their bins near the gate, 
except in the case of elderly people, the sick, or women living alone , 
when the service is extended to back door collections. 


The moveable floor type of refuse vehicle geve very good service 
for a period of 10 years but the maintenance costs were very heavy 
and the Council, therefore, decided to replace it by a dual tip 
4 ton, 18 Cub. yards Karrier, which, owing to larger capacity and 
easier moveability than the former lorry, enables the work to be 
carricd out more speedily and with less effort on the part of the staff 
who give satisfactory service to about 2,900 households. This also 
means that overtime is no longer necessary, except on special occasions. 


Refuse tips are at Wattisfield, Rickinghall, Elmswell and 
Badwell ish. Frequent visits are paid to the tips by the Rodent 
Operator, who sprays with insecticides and keeps the rats under control. 


In 1959 the Refuse Vehicle travelled 8,009 milcs and removed 
813 loads of refuse, which compared with 1,215 loads removed during 
1958 the difference being accounted for by the finishing of collections 
from Rannocks Egg Packing Station after May 1959.

(iv) SHOPS AND OFFICES 


Inspections of the ventilation and sanitary accommodation 
provisions, under the Shop Act, 1934 were made. 


The advent of a piped water supply and the completed sewage 
disposal schemes for Rattelsden, Elmswell and Woolpit, to be followed 
in the near future by a scheme for Walshan le Willows, with other 
similar projects in the offing, will allow many improvements to be 
carried out in shops and offices throughout the District.

28 caravans, housing approximately 55 persons are spread over 
23 different sites. The occupants are in the main si: gle persons, 
working on farms. No trouble has been experienced. 


(vi) SMOKE ABATEMENT 


The Bacon Factory, Elmswell and the Pottery at Wattisfield are 
the only two factories with chimneys in Thedwastres; as in previous 
years, no smoke nuisance arose from these factories. 


(vii) SWIMMING BATHS 


There are no swimming baths in the District but many of our 
inhabitants avail themselves of the good fasilities at Bury St. 
Edmunds and Stowmarket. 


(viii) ERADICATION OF BED BUGS 


No case of bed bug infestation was either reported or discovered 
during 1959, or in any year covered by my reports, which date from 1938. 


(ix) RODENT CONTROL 


Mr, 4.C. Denny, the rodent operator was unfortunately away for 
three months owing to illness and, during that time, his duties were 
carried out by Howlett's Vermin Control of Woolpit, who regularly inspected 
the tips, etc. ifter his return in September, 1959 Mr. Denny resumed his 
systematic inspection of ail properties within the District, also the treat- 
ment of refuse tips for rats and insect infestation. The total of work 
carried out during the year can be assessed from the copy of the Operator's 
twelve month report on the following page. 


4. SCHOOLS, Use is made of the mains water supply at all the schools in 
the District and modern sewage disposal methods exist at the schools at 
Elmswell, Rattlesden and Beyton (Modern Secondary).
